The 
Centinels and Guards haviag fired at them, the 
Confederate T roops took the Alarm, and run to 
their Arms; The Palatine Dragoons of Wiigen- 
ſtein, getting firſt on Horſeback, with incredible 
Speed, fell on the Enemy, and purſued them to 
the Barrier of the Town, which the Beſieged 
were, at firſt, backward of Opening, and ſo 
left their Men expoſed to the Fire of the Co. 
derate Infantry, which ſetting Fire to ſome of the 
Bags of Powder, about ſixty of the Enemy, with 
their Horſes, were blown up. We have the fol. 
lowing Account of this Action, in a Letter from 
the Hereditary Prince of Heſſe-Cafſel to the State

carried too little Powder with them, to bz 
lance their Loſs.

T he Life of Joun, 
of this important Place, after the Memorable 
and Bloody Battle of Malplacquet, was a plain 
Demonſtration, that the Allies obtain'd, in that 
Action, ſomething more ſubſtantial, than the 
Name of a Victory; Since the Enemy, who had 


hazarded a Battle, to prevent the Siege of this 
Town, did not make the leaſt Motion to relieve | 
it; Notwithſtanding the Aſſurances given by the 
Marſhals de Villars and Bouflers to His moſt | 
Chriſtian Majeſty, that He would not loſe an Inch 
of Ground by that Action; And their Boaſts of 
Marching towards the Confederate Army, if the 


King's Service required it. 


Taz twenty-third, the Garriſon march'd out 
with all the Marks of Honour allowed them 


by the Capitulation; Beſides which, the Confe-

Dauphiny : The Emperour continued ſtill to re- 
fuſe complying with the Duke of Savoy's De- 
mands, about ſome Territories in the Duchy of 
Milan, which were to have been deliver*d to 
him: So he would not make the Campaign in 
Perſon, and his Troops kept on the Defenſive. 
On the other Hand, the French, as they ſaw 
they were to be feebly attack*d, were too weak 
to do any Thing more, than to cover their own 
Country. 

Tre Northern Affairs having no immediate Þ be North, 
Connexion with thoſe of the Grand Alliance, in 
which the Duke of Marlborough was principally 
concerned, I have only mention'd them, on Oc- 
cafion of his Grace's Journy into Saxony, in the 
Year, 1707.

but unfortunate Monarch, having reſolved to in- 
vade Muſcovy, and being fluſh'd with the Succeſs 
He had met with in Poland, thinking to dethrone 
the Czar, with the ſame Faſe, as He had done 
Auguſtus, engaged Himſelf ſo far into the Ukraine, 
that there was no Poſſibility of His Retreating ; 

And this brought ſuch a Cataſtrophe on His Af- 
fairs, as He was never able to diſentangle Him- 
ſelf from, till Death put a Stop to the Career of 
His Intrepidity, 
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17009. Hrs engaged a great Body of Ceſſacs to join 
bim, who were eaſily drawn to revolt from the 
25 Battle of Czar: He had met with great Misfortunes, in 
Pulowa. the End of the foregoing Year, but nothing 
could divert him from his Deſigns againſt Muj- 
covy : He paſs'd the Nieper, and beſieged Pul- 
ztowa : The Czar march'd to raiſe the Siege, with 
an Army much ſuperiour in Number to that of 
Sweden; But the King of Sweden, who had not 
forgotten the Battle of Narva, where he tri- 
umph'd with a far greater Inequality of Number, 
reſolved to venture on a Battle, in which He re- 
ceived ſuch a total Defeat, that He loſt His 
Camp, His Artillery, and Baggage: A great 
Part of His Army got off, for the preſent; Bur 
being cloſely purſued by the Muſcovites, and 
having neither Bread nor Ammunition, they 
were all made Priſoners of War, The King 
Himſelf, with a ſmall Number about Him, paſſed 
the Nieper, and got into the Turꝶiſb Dominions, 
where He ſertled, and was under a Sort of vo- 
luntary, tho? unavoidable Confinement, at a 
TrConſequences Town of Moldavia, calld Bender.
